The purpose of this booklet is to give you in- 
formation about available schools and programs 
and to help you to indicate your choices before 
specific student assignments are made. 


A Student Desegregation Plan for the City of 
Boston was ordered on May 10, 1975, by the United 
States District Court, District of Massachusetts; 
and the Boston School Department has been or- 
dered to implement that plan and to comply with 
all its provisions. In this regard the School Depart- 
ment has been directed to prepare, under the 
court’s supervision, an Information and Applica- 
tion Booklet. 


A significant feature of the order of the court 
is the proposed involvement of numerous local col- 
leges, businesses, and cultural organizations in the 
development of innovative educational programs in 
Boston. Descriptions of these unique involvements 
are made throughout this booklet. 


If you need assistance in completing the ap- 
plication or in deciding your preferences for as- 
signment, you will find listed telephone numbers 
and places where school department personnel will 
handle your inquiries. In addition, you will find 
that your local headmaster or principal will be at 
your service to give you assistance in this matter. 
Should you desire to call him or her, the Boston 
telephone directory on pages 101-103 lists the 
schools in alphabetical order. 


After you have read the booklet carefully and 
have had any questions answered by school person- 
nel, please fill out the application and mail it in 
the attached envelope. The deadline for submission 
of all applications is June 6, 1975. 


Your application will then be considered and 
an assignment made in accordance with the 
Student Desegregation Plan as supervised by the 
court. 


Of particular significance to you, as a parent 
or student, is a special time table which is listed on 
page 21.

Parents and students will be allowed ten 
(10) days to study the booklet and complete 
and mail the enclosed application form. 
The deadline for the submission of applica- 
tions is June 6, 1975. 


If the application is not returned by the 
parent or student, the student will be as- 
signed to a school according to guidelines 
established by the Court. (See page 4 .) 
Therefore, please be sure to return the ap- 
plication with all essential information. 


You may state a preference for a specific 
school or program in the citywide district, 
but if your preference is for a school in the 
Community District in which you live, you 
may not name a specific school. An at- 
tempt will be made to honor the citywide 
preferences. 


No guarantee can be given for citywide 
magnet preferences, nor are all high school 
students guaranteed seats in the high 
school in their Community Districts. 


Every student in elementary school and in 
middle school is guaranteed a seat within 
his Community District. 


Students who seek to enroll for the first 
time in 1975-1976 school year and who ap- 
ply after June 6, 1975 will be permitted to 
express preferences but will have to be as- 
signed on the basis of available seats. 


For parents or students who file the ap- 
plication by the deadline of June 6, 1975; 

You will receive your assignment in 
writing by mail on or about June 25, 1975. 


The assignment of students will be made 
according to guidelines determined by the 
United States District Court. The as- 
signment decisions will be opened to in- 
spection for fairness and achievement of 
desegregation by representatives of the 
Court. 


Orientation and explanatory sessions for 
parents, students, and teachers will be held 
on May 30 and May 31, 1975 within each 
Community District. Please consult local 
radio, television, and newspapers for times 
and locations. 


STUDENT ASSIGNMENT 
INFORMATION 


During 1975-1976 two types of enrollment pro- 
cedures will take effect. After students complete 
and return the enclosed application, decisions will 
be made to assign students either to a school with- 
in their respective Community Districts or to a 
school within the Citywide District. 


We know that there are many questions that 
you as parents and students may ask about how 
students will be assigned to schools in September, 
1975. Therefore, included below are frequently 
asked questions with their appropriate answers. If, 
you have questions that are not answered in this 
sample, please call the School Information Center, 
726-6555. 


General 
What is a geocode? 


The city is divided into approximately 800 
units on a map. Each unit, called a geocode, rep- 
resents a small geographic area. Every student 
within the city resides in one of the geocodes. Each 
geocode is designated by a three digit number: for 
example, 525 or 634 or 041. 


How are geocodes used? 


A group of geocodes forms the assignment area 
for specific schools within the Community Dis- 
tricts, excluding District 9, the Citywide District. 
School assignments within the Community District 
are made on the basis of the student’s residence 
and ethnic background. Citywide school assign- 
ments are determined by other factors, such as the 
racial integration of the school, the students’ pre- 
ferences, space availability and other program 
limitations. 


Who should complete and return a school ap- 
plication form? 


All students presently in a Boston public 
school in Kindergarten II and in grades 1 - 11 
should complete an application for the school year 
beginning in September, 1975. The one exception 
concerns those interested in next year’s kinder- 
garten. Registration for Kindergarten I and II pro- 
grams will take place soon on dates to be an- 
nounced. 


What will happen if the application form is not 
returned? 


Consideration for assignment will be given 
first to those who complete and return an ap- 
plication form by June 6, 1975. If no application is 
received from a student presently enrolled in a 
Boston public school: 


a. The student will be assigned to an elemen- 
tary or middle school located in the district 
in which the student resides. 


b. A high school student will be assigned to a 
high school located within his or her Com- 
munity District if there is space available 
or to a Citywide high school if there is no 
space available in a high school in the 
district. 

What is the purpose of asking a parent or student to 
indicate a first, second, and third preference? 


This is to assist in the assignment of students 
who are in the same category of race and district 
but who have expressed a different order of pre- 
ference for the same school. The applicant who in- 
dicates a first preference for a particular school 
will outrank an applicant expressing second or 
third preference for that school. 


Reassignment to Present School 


Will a student be reassigned to the school that he or 
she attends this year? 


In general, no student will automatically be 
reassigned to the school that he or she attends this 
year. 


Is there any exception to this policy? 


Yes, Students who presently attend Boston 
Latin, Boston Latin Academy, Technical High, 
Vocational or Cooperative Industrial Programs and 
students who will be high school seniors in Septem- 
ber 1975 will be reassigned to their present schools 
and programs if they wish. These students should 
indicate this choice on their application form. 


May a student apply for a specific school? 
All students at the elementary and middle 


school levels can apply for a specific school only if 
that school is a citywide school. 


Will entrance to a citywide school be guaranteed? 


While every effort will be made to honor 
preferences to a specific citywide school, there is 
no guarantee that a student will receive the pre- 
ferred assignment even if he or she now attends 
that school. 


May a student apply for the school he or she pre- 
sently attends if the school is now located in a dif- 
ferent Community District? 


No, the student may apply only for a citywide 
school or for a Community District School in the 
district in which he or she resides. 


Community District Schools 


What will be the racial make-up of each Com- 
munity District School? 


The racial and ethnic make-up of each school 
in a Community District will be based on the per- 
centage of white, black and other minority children 
who reside in that district. 


Will a student be assigned to a school out of his 
Community District? 


At the elementary and middle school levels, 
every student is guaranteed a seat in his Com- 
munity District if he or she wishes. The student, 
however, is not guaranteed a seat in a particular 
school in this district. At the secondary level, a 
student may be assigned to a citywide school if the 
high school or schools in his or her Community Dis- 
trict have more applicants than there are seats. 


Citywide District Schools 


What will be the racial composition of each city- 
wide school? 


Each citywide school, except the Latins and 
Technical High will have a racial/ethnic com- 
position based on the citywide racial enrollment of 
52% white, 36% black and 12% other minority stu- 
dents. ; 


How will students be chosen to attend citywide 
schools? 


Such student preferences will be granted to 
the extent possible. Students who wish to attend a 
citywide school should indicate their choice in or- 
der of preference on the application form. 


In making citywide assignments, the court has 
directed that the following conditions be observed: 


a. Each citywide school will have a racial 
composition based on the citywide per- 
centage of 52% white, 36% black and 12% 
other minorities. 


b. Seats must be provided in the citywide 
high schools for students who cannot be ac- 
cepted in community district high schools. 


ce. The racial composition of each community 
district school must remain within the 
ranges set. 


What will happen in the event that more applica- 
tions are received to a citywide school than that 
school can accept? 


In the event of over-application to any city- 
wide school, the following is the order of priorities: 


First 25% of the capacity of that 
school will be held for students 
who live in the community district 
in which the school is located; 


Second Applicants who are presently in 
that school will be accepted; 


Third High school students from com- 
munity districts in which the 
high schools have too many ap- 
plicants will be accepted; 


Fourth All other applicants will be con- 
sidered. 


If high school students are assigned to a citywide 
school, how will they be selected? 


If a community district high school has too 
many applicants, students will be assigned to the 
district school by lottery within each racial or 
ethnic group until the limit on the capacity of that 
school is reached. Students not admitted to the 
community district school to which they applied 
shall be assigned to citywide high schools honoring 
preferences entered on the application where pos- 
sible. If no citywide option has been expressed, the 
student will be assigned to a citywide high school 
in which an appropriate racial composition exists. 
The assignment will be as near to his residence 
as possible. 


Other Programs 
How will kindergarten assignments be made? 


Wherever possible, kindergarten students will 
be assigned to schools in their home neighborhoods, 
and no kindergarten students will be bused solely 
for the purposes of desegregation. 


When may I register my child for kindergarten? 


A kindergarten registration will be held before 
the close of school this year and that date of 
registration will be announced shortly. Parents are 
encouraged to register next year’s kindergarteners 
when the date is announced. Registration may also 
be made in the fall. 


Is the application in this book intended for kinder- 
garten? 


No. The application form in this booklet 
should not be completed for kindergarten children. 
Children presently in a Kindergarten II program 
who would be applying for grade 1, should complete 
an application form. 


If a student is to receive special assistance under 
chapter 766, how will he or she be assigned? 


Students in need of Special Education are to be 
assigned individually within their community dis- 
trict. Mild and moderate special need students will 
be assigned by geocode as with all other district 
students. Some moderate and severely handicapped 
children will be assigned directly to schools with 
special staff and facilities. If possible, such as- 
signments will be made within the district. Space 
is being reserved in each school facility in order 
that special educational services can be readily 
provided. 


If a student is in need of a bilingual program, how 
will he or she be assigned? 


A student who needs a bilingual program will 
be assigned individually and where possible within 
the community district in which he or she resides. 
The court plan lists specific schools at which these 
bilingual programs will take place. Parents who 
seek a bilingual program for a child should answer 
the question referring to this on the application 
form. 


How will students be chosen into cooperative 
vocational programs operating in the district high 
schools? 


Any student presently enrolled in one of these 
programs may continue if he or sheso desires.Sucha 
student should indicate this preference on the ap- 
plication form. Any student who wishes to enter 
such a program for the first time should indicate 
this preference on his application, but the student 
must be a resident of the district in which that pro- 
gram is offered. Trade School, however, is available 
for registration by students from all sections of the 
city. 


Are any cooperative industrial programs open city 
wide? 


Only one cooperative industrial program, the 
machine shop program at East Boston High, will be 
open to applicants on a citywide basis. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


When will parents know the school to which their 
sons or daughters have been assigned? 


Following the review of the Federal Court, ap- 
proved notices of assignment are to be mailed to 
parents on or about June 25, 1975. 


If a parent has further questions about the 
desegregation plan, to whom can these questions be 
referred? 


Parents may receive additional information 
about the plan by calling the School Information 
Center or one of the offices of the Assistant 
Superintendents. Telephone numbers are listed on 
page 2 of this booklet. 


SCHOOLS AND PROGRAMS 


You have now read the general information 
about the Court Order. You have also learned some 
of the specific information about the assignment 
process. 


The next step is to find out what Community 
District and citywide schools and programs are 
available. Even if you plan to express a preference 
for a Community District assignment, it would be 
wise to read about the citywide magnet schools also 
so that your choice will be made on the basis of the 
most complete information. 


Community District Schools and 
Citywide Magnet Schools. 


There are two options available to parents and 
students. One is preference for assignment to the 
Community School District Schools with the 
specific school not named. The other is preference 
for one or more specific citywide magnet schools or 
programs within a Citywide District school. 


Hight Community Districts have been 

described in order 

1. to insure desegregation of the Boston Pu- 
blic Schools, 

2. to match the needs of residents and 
students with the educational programs 
and administration of the public schools, 

3. to enable parents and students to plan 
programs in each Community District that 
are consistent with the program of ‘the 
Community District High School. 


Parents and students should view Community 
District schools and programs as equal in quality 
and status in all respects to Citywide schools and 
programs. Each of the eight Community School 
Districts have been directed to develop educational 
programs and extra-curricular activities in 
response to the needs and interests of the parents 
and students living within each district so that 
programs are non-discriminatory and inclusive of 
all ethnic groups. Innovative programs presently in 
existence in the Community District schools are to 
be retained and, where possible, broadened. Indeed, 
as noted elsewhere in this booklet, colleges, 
universities and business firms will be cooperating 
with many Community District schools as well as 
with Citywide schools. 


Citywide Schools in District 9 will offer 
“‘distinctive programs of instruction that may 
serve the needs and interests of students residing 
anywhere within Boston.” 


Each citywide or magnet school will have a dif- 
ferent educational specialty or learning style such 
as open education, language arts, sciences, multi- 
cultural, etc. In addition to establishing flexible 
scheduling and emphasizing areas of special- 
ization, attempts will be made to broaden the links 
between high school and area colleges, universities, 
businesses, and cultural institutions. Each school 
will develop its own unique approach in an atmos- 
phere of genuine experimentation. Indeed, it is 
hoped that all citywide or magnet schools will 
make use of the most interesting materials and 
techniques growing out of the various national and 
regional research and development projects. 


The expansion of our citywide magnet schools 
is an attempt, then, to develop a wider variety of 
schools, programs and curricula, and to provide 
new experiences and new learning environments 
for students in our modern society. 


Those citywide schools which have a record as 
magnets for students and parents will continue to 
offer their programs in this pattern which has 
brought them recognition. Schools which have been 
assigned to this district as new magnets will 
initiate programs, but it is impossible to guarantee 
that each one will be completely developed in this 
pilot year. The commitment, however, is made to 
the new magnets as well as to the schools which 
have the magnet approach already established. 


The description of the three examination 
schools — Boston Latin Academy, Boston Latin 
School and Boston Technical High — are included 
to inform you as parents and students of the na- 
ture of these programs and to alert you to future 
application opportunities. At this time new ap- 
plications for admission to these schools for the 
1975-1976 school year cannot be accepted, and 
enrollment will be limited to those students who 
took the examination this school year and who are 
contacted by one of these three schools during this 
application period.

Remember, that you cannot select a specific 
school in your Community District — you may only 
indicate a preference to remain in the Community 
District. On the other hand, you may indicate a 
preference for a specific school in the Citywide 
District and an effort will be made to honor that 
request. 


In addition to their magnet characters, in 
1975-76, sixteen of the citywide schools shall 
reserve 25% of their seats for residents of specific 
districts:

This recently constructed, relatively small 
school offers an ungraded program comprised of 
kindergarten, primary, and intermediate levels. 
The technique of team teaching is employed on 
each level. This refers to a pooling of efforts or a 
joining of forces of two or more teachers who 
assume responsibility for instruction of a certain 
number of children in a delimited area of the curri- 
culum. The teachers plan together and divide tasks 
as wisely as possible. Often such teams draw upon 
the strengths of non-teaching professionals, par- 
ents, and community representatives. In part, the 
success the school now enjoys has resulted from 
good rapport between faculty and students. 


In order to gain confidence in his abilities, 
each child receives assurance of recognition by 
adults; and in order to insure skill mastery, each 
child experiences instruction in basic studies 
provided within an experimental use of open-space 
in a very pleasant learning environment.

The new Jackson-Mann School will be ready in 
September, 1975. The building will incorporate two 
programs which will operate simultaneously. One 
program will serve students with special hearing 
needs. The other program will serve students in- 
terested in innovative, multi-cultural study. At 
various times throughout the day, students from 
both programs will interact and share the same 
curriculum. Such a sharing among the total school 
population will attempt to teach students an ap- 
preciation for people who differ from themselves.

Business Education 


Offering a thirteenth and fourteenth year pro- 
gram in secretarial studies, machine transcription, 
junior accounting, and bookkeeping, Boston Busi- 
ness School is the city’s only free, public institution 
of higher education. 


This unique program is available to all stu- 
dents upon their completion of grade twelve. The 
only requirements for admission are residence 
within the City of Boston and a diploma from an 
accredited high school. Applicationis made directly 
to the school, and admission is based upon avail- 
ability of space and racial integration. 


All students proceed at their own rates of 
study and may be graduated on the day that they 
complete their course requirements.

EdCo (Education Collaborative for 
Greater Boston, Incorporated) 
Project Space 


Project Space is an alternative program in oc- 
cupational education. It focuses upon the needs of 
high school age students who have not succeeded in 
conventional education. ‘‘Classrooms”’ are in un- 
usual settings located in businesses and agencies 
in the greater Boston area. 


Presently, there are 70 Boston Public School 
students enrolled in Project Space, and an enroll- 
ment of 100 is anticipated for the school year 1975- 
1976. Students from other cities and towns such as 
Brookline, Newton, and Lexington also participate. 


Generally, applicants should be 16 years of 
age. The students’ 8 hour day is divided into two 
parts: four hours are spent in academic classes and 
four hours in on-the-job training. All students 
remain enrolled in a public high school and may 
continue in the program until graduation.

Bilingual - Bicultural

This program is jointly planned and im- 
plemented as a cooperative effort between Boston’s 
Bilingual Department and the University of 
Massachusetts.

This is a school sponsored career oriented 
program for high school students. It allows the 
student to gain career oriented learning ex- 
periences off campus. The program includes a 
course at a local university or internship in a local 
business, social service agency, cultural institution 
or government agency or as a tutor in the elemen- 
tary schools. The student earns academic credit for 
participating in this program which is conducted 
primarily during the school day.

Flexible Admission Program 


The Flexible Admission Program is designed 
to provide high school students who have not taken 
a college preparatory course with an opportunity 
to acquire and strengthen their basic skill com- 
petencies in preparation for admission to college. 
Students who successfully complete the program 
are guaranteed admission to any of the State 
Colleges. The course of study involves reading, 
language arts, math and science. Courses are of- 
fered at Boston State College two afternoons a 
week. The program usually begins in October and 
goes through May. Part of the program is offered 
during the school day, generally until twelve 
o'clock and the other part of the program extends 
beyond the regular school day. The program is fun- 
ded by the Urban Learning Center at Boston State 
College and has been dependent upon funding by 
the State College system. To date, openings have 
been limited to 140 students citywide.

URBAN STUDY CENTER 


This is a Boston sponsored high school 
program designed to allow students to study the 
City from a downtown location.

| Metropathways 


METROPATHWAYS, a secondary school 
student program, is designed to share the richness 
and diversity of metropolitan Boston’s culture, in- 
stitutions and heritage, through expanded learning 
opportunities and environments, and _ through 
collaborative efforts of urban and suburban school 
districts. The program utilizes out-of-school learn- 
ing sites and public transportation. Study choices 
include Ethni-City, Theatre Arts as Enrichment, 
Charles River and Its Environs, Political Per- 
spectives, Self Discovery, and Career In- 
vestigations. 


Credit is given by the participating high school 
for work in this program. The classes meet at the 
YMCA at 316 Huntington Avenue, Boston and 
other field sites. 


ll Metropairways 


METROPAIRWAYS is a program of voluntary 
collaboratives primarily planned for elementary 
school but also encouraging the participation of 
middle or junior high school. These schools form 
pairs or triads of schools across district boundaries 
in ways to enhance the reduction of isolation 
caused by racial, ethnic and socio-economic charac- 
teristics. 


STUDENT TRANSFERS 


Are student transfers permitted under the Court 
Order of May 10, 1975? 


Yes, but only under the following conditions: 


l. if there is a seat available in the desired 
school; 

2. if the racial composition of both the 
assigned school and the desired school is 
not endangered. 
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May transfers be made within a district and be- 
tween districts? 

Transfers may be made both within a district 
and between two school districts. 


Are transfers permitted for reasons other than the 
improvement of racial balance? 


Yes, under the following conditions: 


1. to provide students with appropriate 
bilingual services; 
2. to provide students with appropriate 


special education services; 

3. to address those extreme medical or 
programmatic needs of a small number of 
students. 


When will transfers be made? 


In general, transfers will be effected following 
the opening of school in September, 1975. 


Will parents be provided further information on 
the conditions that permit transfer? 


Yes. A special pamphlet will be issued to all 
parents following the opening of school in Sep- 
tember 1975. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The Federal Court has directed the School 
Department to provide transportation by chartered 
bus for students in the eight Community School 
Districts and in the City-side District also for 
students who are assigned to elementary schools 
which are more than 1 mile from home; for mid- 
dle schools students who live more than 1 1/2 miles 
from the school; and for students assigned to high 
schools who live more than 2 miles from the school. 
The reason for such transportation may be 
distance, safety, controlled transfer, or a com- 
bination of these. However, the court has suggested 
that for high school students assigned to schools 
within ready reach of Mass. transit, the School 
Department may fulfill its obligation by providing 
for free use of buses and subways.
